Lion fires were still ablaze in ouor cities the
news fashed across the land that the great
Presient bad been murdered, and Easter
Diay of 1565 was as dark and dreary a day as
our people ever saw. Those whose memory
goes back to 1865 can hardly fuil to as-
sociate the erucifixion with our martyr
President’s sad end,
